October 
when he went there that he might re­ 
ceive better care.

away from the other inmates.

fire wa- di-«-overed about two-thirty 
o'clock this morning by one of the 
inmates and

bodv was not taken from the ruins 


Fire which was discovered in the 
home of Mrs. John Hidlen in Arling­ 
ton last Friday afternoon was ex­ 
tinguished before much damage was 
done. 
The three-year-old 
child of 
Mrs. Bidlen -pilled kerosene on the 
floor and

ignited.

it is no economic loss to th e com­ 
munity . It wit h d raws money from th e 
ch annels 
of 
rep utable 
business. 
Saloons th en, ch eat merch ants out 
of a p art of th eir p rofits. A New 
England manufacturer marked 700 
ten dollar bills wh en lie p aid h is men 
off on 
Saturday 
nigh t. 
Monday 
morning 400 of th ese bills were de­ 
p osited in th e banks bv th e saloon 
— 
* 
ceep ers. 
If th is h ad been in Maine 
or Kansas th e bills would h av e been 
dep osited by merch ants or by th e 
wage earners th emselv es. 
Saloons 
do not h elp business. 
Th ey h urt it. 


I know of a grocer wh o h ad for a 
customer a former 
drinking 
man. 
Th is man h ad been p ay ing h is bill 
p romp tly each Saturday nigh t and 
receiv ing credit for th e coming week. 
Th is was because th e saloons h ad 
been driv en out. 
One 
day 
th e 
saloons came back. 
Th e nex t Sat­ 
urday nigh t h e went into th e grocery 
and asked for th e usual credit. 
But 
h e did mot p ay h is bill. 
He did not 
h av e th e money . Th e saloon h ad h is 
wages. 
Th e grocer understood it. 
He refused th e credit. Wh om did th e 
saloon h urtf 
It h urt th e grocer for 
one. 
His sales were less. 
His p ast 
bills were not so p romp tly p aid. 


I know of u man wh o sp ent nearly 
all of h is wages each Saturday nigh t 
in th e saloon. 
Th en h e and h is wife 
would go to th e meat market to get 
th eir Sunday meat. 
Th e 
butch er 
wh o told th is incident 
"aid 
th ey 
would ask for th e p oorest cut 
of 
meat in th e sh op . 
But after drink 
was p ut out of th at town th is man 
and h is wife bough t th e best cuts of 
meat, and p lenty of it. 
Did it h urt 
th e butch er’s trade wh en th e saloons 
were p ut out of th at town! 
i know of a p h y sician wh o 
was 
treating th e family of a nnwi 
wh o 
h ad been accustomed to 
drinking. 
After th e saloons were driv en out 
tltis man p aid someth ing each week 


o n h is bill. 
When the salo o ns were 
v oted back he p aid th e nex t week 
only h alf as much as befo re. 
The 
second week h e p aid noth ing. 
He 
did not ev en go around to ex plain to 
th e p h y sician wh y . 
Th is 
phy sician 
wh o h ad inclined to th e wet side on 
th e ground of “p ersonal liberty ” 
was suddenly conv erted to th e “dry ” 
th eory . 
Th e saloon is after th e wages in 
th e community . 
In th e city of Gary 
a Milwaukee brewery erected a busi­ 
ness block with four business rooms, 
in each room it p laced a saloon. 
An Italian was p ut in ch arge of one, 
a Jew of anoth er, a German of a 
th ird and a Hungarian of th e fourth . 
Wh at was 
th e p urp ose 
of th is 
strange arrangement? 
It was to get 
th e wages of th e 
foreigners 
wh o 
worked in th e steel 
mills. 
Mer­ 
ch ants wh o v ote for th e return of 
th e saloon v ote for increased com­ 
p etition for th e wages of 
th e city . 
Aside from its moral asp ects, th e 
saloon as a p ure business p rop osi­ 
tion is undesirable. 
It is argued th at th e abolition of 
saloons increases th e tax rate. Th is 
is false and cannot be sup p orted by 
a single tact. 
If it were true, th e 
more saloons a county h ad th e ligh t­ 
er would be th e tax es. 
But it is a 
fact th at ev ery wh ere 
saloons 
in­ 
crease, tax es 
corresp ondingly 
in­ 
crease. 
Sp eaking generally th ere is 
about one conv ict to 1500 p op ula­ 
tion in dry territory . 
In wet terri­ 
tory th ere is one conv ict to ev ery 
500. 
Th en th e tax p ay ers in wet 
territory are ch arged with th e court 
and jail ex p enses of th ree times th e 
number ot 
conv icts. 
Th ere 
are 
about 23 men in y our county farm. 
Your sup erintendent told 
me 
th e 
oth er day th at all but fiv e of th ese 
were th ere oil account of drink. He 
said it would be a great h elp to h im 
il th e saloons were kep t 
out 
of 
Rush v ille. 
One man out th ere once 
owrned a farm of 8 0 acres and h ad 
$3,000 
in 
money 
besides. 
Th e 
saloons got all of th is, and left th e 
man in p ov erty , 
and a ch arge up on 
th e community , for th e tax p ay ers 
to feed and 
oth erwise 
care 
for. 
Surely such matter is an economic 
loss to th e community . 
It is 
like 
drop p ing wages into a bag filled with 
h oles. 


Th e saloon robs a man 
of 
h is 
sp ending money so th at it is th e 
same as if h is p ocket was full 
of 
h oles. 
Th e drunkard drop s all of 
h is wages into th e saloon h ag. 
I 
know of a man wh o was a confirmed 
drunkard and wh o sp ent all h e could 
get for drink, 
lie was 
an ex p ert 
p rinter and could make good wages. 
One day th e saloons were v oted out 
of th at city . 
Prev ious to th is th e 
manager h ad been sending h im out 
to get ch ange for bills. 
Soon after 
th e saloon were out h e 
was 
sent 
on th e same errand. 
But th e 
man 
did not go. 
He did not h av e to go. 
He said ” 1 h av e th e ch ange in my 
p o c k e t a n d forth with h e p roduced 
th e correct ch ange. 
Wh at made th e 
difference? 
Hith erto th e 
saloons 
got ev ery niekle and dime lie could 
find. 
YV ith th e saloons out h o be­ 
came sober and sav ed bis money and 
h ad money in h is 
p ocket. 
With 
money sav ed 
and ch ange 
in 
h is 
p ocket lie could buy sh oes and meat 
and groceries and oth er necessities. 
1’h us h is wages would not h e wasted 
but sp ent in p roductiv e trade. 
Wh en a man does not sp end h is 
wages in a saloon bag filled

Lowest Death Rate Ever Shown in 


United States Was in 1912 


When it Fell to 13.9 


Washington, Feb. S.—The annual 


report on mortality in 
the 
United 


States, relating to the calendar year 
1913, which is soon to be issued by 
Director Harris, of the Bureau oi' 
tho Census, of the Department of 
Jommerce, will show a death rate of 
4.1 per 1,000 estimated population 
.11 the registration area of the Unit- 
ed States, a slight increase as com- 
pared with the rate for 1912. The 
report was outlined by Dr. Cressy 
U Wilbur, formerly connected with 
the division 
of 
vital 
statistics, 


Bureau of the Census, and was pre- 
pared under the direction of Richard 
C. Lappin, oi' that division. 


'In May, 1914, the Census Bureau, 


issued a preliminary statement re- 
lating to mortality in 1'Jlii, but the 
.It-tailed report contains many fea- 
tures of interest not included in the 
preliminary announcement.
